Earliest and Longest Lived Dies. 


By analysing the ‘die in use’ dates quoted in the ‘Gault Catalogue of G. B. Perfins’, the 
following distribution of dies can be determined, which unusually shows two distinct peaks. 
The first occurs during 1905-1909 (7,615 DD) representing a natural build-up of popularity 
followed by a decline. The other is 1935-1939 (5,835 DD), which might imply a resurgence in 
the use of Perfins, along with older dies being replaced, all of which is helped by J Sloper & Co 
pursuing a refurbishment campaign in the years leading up to the Second World War.

The average life of a G. B. Perfin Die is 11.2 years, but that probably reflects the short term 
nature of companies rather than dies wearing out due to excessive use or poor manufacture. 


An analysis of Victorian G.B. Perfin Dies surviving into the modern Elizabethan era results in 
the following mini ‘league tables’ of ‘earliest surviving’ and ‘longest lived’ dies. To date, some 
24,760 different dies have been reported on the postage stamps of Great Britain, although in the 
‘fullness of time’ this figure is expected to approach 25,200 - probably sometime around 2035.

Earliest Dated Examples. 


Undoubtedly, the earliest cover is this one dated 1868 which appeared on the philatelic market 
in 2015. It is discussed elsewhere in detail - see the section called ‘In the Beginning’ - so will 
only be briefly dealt with here. It is clearly dated 28" February 1868, and addressed to F 
Clutson Esq” in the Accounts Office of the Great Western Railway at their H/Q in Paddington. 
This would have been written by Joseph Sloper himself and bears his hitherto unknown 
‘Personal Perfin” “JS”. The letter was no doubt intended to drum up trade for the stamp 
perforating business that he was eager to get underway.
